Anniversary of 9/11 marked 
under cloud of health 
problems, funding fights

NEW YORK Eleven years after the Sept, ii, 2001, attacks, New 
Yorkers mark the anniversary Tuesday against a backdrop of 
health concerns for emergency workers and a feud over financ- 
ing that has stopped construction of the $i billion Ground 
Zero museum. 

While notable progress on redevelopment of the World 
Trade Center has been made since early disputes over finan- 
cial, design and security issues, the project remains hobbled by 
political battles and billions of dollars in cost overruns. 

A major sticking point is the museum at the heart of the 
World Trade Center site redevelopment. Construction has 
been suspended because of a feud over finances between the 
National September ii Memorial and Museum foundation and 
the Port Authority of New York and New Jersey 

When the foundation recently announced that for the 
first time, politicians would be excluded from having speak- 
ing roles in the Sept, ii anniversary ceremonies, it was seen by 
many victims’ families and others in the 9/11 community as a 
pubhc refiection of these behind-the-scenes disputes. 

Overall site redevelopment costs have grovm to nearly 
$15 billion, up from Sii billion in 2008, according to a recent 
project audit.

But for many of the families of 9/11 victims and ailing 
Ground Zero workers, the redevelopment disputes are a dis- 
heartening sideshow to the rising loss of human lives. 

When the iio-story Twin Towers came down, thousands of 


tons of steel, concrete, window glass and asbestos fell with it, 
while thousands of gallons of flaming jet fuel and burning plas- 
tics released deadly carcinogens. 

Last week, the New York City Fire Department added nine 
names to the 55 already etched on a wall honoring members 
who have died of illnesses related to Ground Zero rescue and 
recovery work. 

Some estimates put the overall death toll from 9/11-re- 
lated illness at more than 1,000. Nationwide, at least 20,000 
Ground Zero workers are being treated and 40,000 are being 
monitored by the World Trade Center Health Program. 

“We’re burying guys left and right,” said Nancy Carbone, 
executive director of Friends of Firefighters, a Brooklyn-based 
non-profit that helps treat first responders. “This is an ongo- 
ing epidemic.”

First responder: 
Feuding a disgrace

Retired Fire Department of New Yark 
City battahon chief Jim Riches, who 
spent nine months digging through the 
rubble at Ground Zero before his fire- 
fighter son’s body was recovered, called 
the reconstruction disputes “a disgrace.” 

Seven years ago. Riches was hospital- 
ized with acute respiratory disease and 
fell into a 16 -hour coma. He came out of 


the coma with stroke-like symptoms. 

“We can send men to the moon but we 
can’t rebuild some buildings in more than 
10 years?” he asked. 

Some progress has been made by Larry 
Silverstein, the developer who owned 
the lease on the Twin Towers and now is 
building three office tower at the Ground 
Zero site, and the Port Authority The 
September ii foundation also has raised 
hundreds of millions in private and public 
funding for the overall project. 

One step forward was last fall’s opening 
of the September ii Memorial at Ground 


Zero, twin reflecting pools in the foot- 
prints of the towers. More than 4 million 
people have visited. 

Also, One World Trade Center, one of 
the tallest towers in the country is near 
completion and expected to open in 2014. 

Yet disagreements over costs have un- 
dermined the rebuilding and hurt public 
relations. Among the disputes, the Sep- 
tember II foundation insists the Port Au- 
thority owes it S140 million, according to 
a source familiar with the financial issues. 

The Port Authority befieves it is owed 
S300 million, the source said.

Under the CTA’s proposal, three trips will 
be added on the Blue Line, two trips will be 
added on the Brown and Red lines and one 
trip will be added on the Purple, Orange and 
Green lines during morning rush hour. 

For evening rush hour, the Red Line will 
see three additional trips while the Blue, 
Purple, Orange and Green lines will see one 
more trip. The Brown Line will not see a 
change. 

The CTA plan for the Brown Line seems 
to contradict its decrowding mission because 
the agency is not adding extra trains at night 
but it is encouraging No. ii Lincoln Avenue 
riders to take the Brown Line.

Chicago public school teachers went 
on strike Monday for the first time 
since 1987 in a clash that has national 
implications. Many states and cit- 
ies are grappling with similarly tight 
budgets and underperforming schools, 
making the issues vast and far-reach- 
ing. Here is a rundown of 10 of them,

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Chicago Public 
Schools is the 
nation’s third- 
largest school 
district after New 
York City and 

L.A., with 402,000 students 
in kindergarten through high 
school (50,000 are in non- 
union charter schools). The 
union represents 29,000 
teachers, counselors, nurses 
and other support staff. Most 
Chicago schools began class- 
es last week. 




Illinois and city 
governments 
are in dire fi- 
nancial straits, 
leaving the 
school district 
little room to maneuver in the 
dispute. To close a $665 mil- 
lion deficit for the budget year 
that began in July, the district 
drained financial reserves and 
levied property taxes at the 
highest level allowed by law.

□ The Chicago School 
Board rescinded a 
scheduled 4 percent 
pay raise for teachers 
last year because of its 
budget problems. It of- 
fered teachers a pay increase of 
2 percent a year over four years, which 
is what it assumed in the 2013 budget, 
then raised the first year to 3 percent 
Sunday, amounting to what CPS said 
was a 16 percent raise over the four- 
year contract. The union wants the 
rescinded raise restored plus annual 
increases greater than those offered 
by the city. 



The union is concerned 
that Chicago-which has 
closed dozens of schools 
in recent years-may 
shotted scores more 
because of falling enroll- 
ment or poor performance. 




The union wants a 
sharp reduction in 
class sizes, which 
it says will improve 
learning. An Illinois 
state law says unions 
cannot bargain over the issue. 



When Mayor Emanuel 
took office last year, 
Chicago was the only 
one of 30 major city 
school districts where 
elementary school stu- 
dents received less than 1,000 hours of 
instruction a year, and he vowed to im- 
plement a longer school day. He and the 
union agreed before schools opened 
this month to extend the school day by 
about 90 minutes. 




Illinois passed a 
law requiring that 
at least 20 percent 
of teacher evalua- 
tions be linked to 
the performance of 
students on standardized tests. 
Emanuel wants a higher percent- 
age linked to student perfor- 
mance. The union disagrees. 




On the most recent fed- 
eral skills test, Chicago 
students fared worse than 
students in many other 
urban districts, such as 
Austin, Texas, and New 
York, although they did slightly better 
than students in L.A. and Washington.

Talks between Chicago’s school board and * 
the city’s striking teachers failed to produce 
an agreement Monday, leaving more than 
350,000 children locked out of the classroom 
for a second day 

As parents faced another day of figuring out 
how to care for their children without school, 
thousands of teachers in red T-shirts flooded 
the Loop on Monday afternoon to show soli- 
darity for the strike. Ailing streets and stop- 
ping trafflc. 

“There is a lot of anger,” said Vicki Turboy 
an Enghsh teacher at North-Grand High 
School in Humboldt Park who has two chil- 
dren attending district high schools. “This is 
about big stakes, the future of education in 
our country This is not about a 2 percent in- 
crease.” 

School Board President David Vitale left 
talks a httle after 6:30 p.m., saying the two 
sides were going over technical issues and had 
failed to take up key points of contention, in- 
cluding teacher evaluations and a recall policy 
Stfll, as he has several times before, Vitale ex- 
pressed optimism that a deal could be reached 
soon. 

“We believe we should resolve this tomor- 
row We are close enough to get this resolved,” 
he said. “This is hard work.” 

Chicago Teachers Union President Karen 
Lewis left talks about three hours later, and 
when told of Vitale’s suggestion that a deal 
could be reached Tuesday responded, “Wow.” 

“That really is up to them,” she said. 

Asked why teacher evaluations and recalls 
were not discussed, Lewis said the district did 
not offer anything new to move those matters 
along. 

“They didn’t bring those up,” so other is- 
sues, like the details of the longer school days, 
were discussed, she said. 

Attendance was light at the 144 schools 
opened by the district as part of a strike con- 
tingency plan, and some parents expressed 
uneasiness about crossing picket lines. 

Mayor Emanuel met with students at Ma- 
ranatha Assembly of God on the Southwest 
Side, one of 59 faith-based organizations serv- 
ing as “safe havens” for displaced schoolchil- 
dren. 

He again characterized the strike as “one 
of choice” by teachers and said the walkout 
could have been avoided.

CTA begins three-year renovation

A federal judge has dismissed part 
of The Velvet Underground’s lawsuit 
accusing the Andy Warhol Founda- 
tion for the Visual Arts of violating 
its rights to an iconic banana image 
used on the rock band’s best-known 
album. 

While Velvet Underground’s trade- 
mark case remains untouched, US. 
District Judge Alison Nathan in Man- 
hattan rejected its request for a court 
order that the Warhol Foundation 
had no copyright claim to the banana 
image. 

Nathan said the Warhol Foun- 
dation’s agreement not to sue for 
copyright infringement over Vel- 
vet Underground’s use of the image 
eliminated any copyright dispute for 
her to resolve, according to a decision 
released Friday evening. 

Velvet Underground sued in Janu- 
ary for damages and an injunction 
after reading about plans by the War- 
hol Foundation to license the banana 
image for cases, sleeves and bags for 
iPhones and iPads. 


The image features a large banana 
and stylized Andy Warhol signature, 
and was used on the band’s first al- 
bum, “The Velvet Underground & 
Nico.” Rolling Stone ranks the 1967 
release 13th on its list of the greatest 


albums of all time. 

Founded by Lou Reed and John 
Gale, Velvet Underground had de- 
veloped a collaboration with Warhol 
that included the pop artist’s design 
of the cover art.

The XX makes music 
for pretty much one 
context: the late 
night walk or train 
ride home, ideally 
taken in some state 
of melancholy If 
you have a great 
pair of headphones 
for those late night 
treks, you’re in good 
shape. If you just went through a breakup, 
you’re really in luck. 

Much like the English outfit’s 2009 debut, 
its second album, “Coexist,” mines the mini- 
mal sound of simple, quietly delivered guitar 
lines, pairing these with a drum machine and 
back-and-forth vocal exchanges to explore 
the dehcate emotional territory of collaps- 
ing relationships. This time around, though, 
the sound goes deeper: more minimal, more 
electronic, more lyrically direct. For the 
chronically morose, this is great news, since 
“Coexist” settles into one emotional register 
and stays there. For the chronically restless. 


it means things can get a bit boring. 

“Coexist” is produced with extreme preci- 
sion, unafraid to back vocals with nothing 
more than a single guitar note or to play with 
a drum pattern for just a few moments or to 
pause in complete silence. Rhythmically the 
album draws from the London electronic 
underground, summoning up slow, clattering 
interpolations of U.K. funk and garage, while 
touches like the keening guitar effects on 
“Try” make it feel aggressively futuristic. 

“Coexist” demands slow, careful Hstening; 
its pleasures are in gradually appreciating the 
precise placement of its different elements 
rather than in memorable songs. Moments 
like the uncomfortably drifting guitar build 
on “Our Song” stand out more than any lyric 
or chorus. Its considered approach doesn’t 
leave much room for shortcomings, and the 
album’s demand for close attention unfortu- 
nately highlights its monotonous, unevent- 
ful songwriting as much as it does its other 
tightly presented ideas.
